FRENCH WORK DISCUSSED 



Dr. Brandt, Dr. Pedley and Piin. 
Ritchie Addreu Morning 
Session. , 

A very large number! of,. those In at 
tendance at the Alumni'Conference of 
the Presbyterian College, convened In 
the David Morrlce Hall yesterday 
morriiner, jit 9. SO o'clock, to hear about 
the French Evan§reltzatlon work of 
the Church. This branch of the work 
this province Is exceedingly Im 
portant,, and one which, If we gauge 
It by the Interest and attention given 
to It, Is also a popular one among- the 
brethren. The subject was approach- 
ed by a very able historical sketch of 
the founding of the French Depart- 
ment of Theology In the Montreal 
Presbyterian College, prepared and de- 
livered by Principal Rev. Dr. Brandt 
of the Point aux Trembles school. 

Dr. Brandt had gone deep into the 
historical records available! and gave 
a most illuminating sketch of that de- 
partment. This department Vas 
founded by an Inspired thought of the 
late Professor MacVlcar, and has since 
been a power for the preaching of the 
Oospel among the French people. The 
French work In the college has been 
done in the main by two distinguish 
ed and scholarly men, the late Prof. 
Culsserat, and the present incumbent 
of the Chair, Prof. Charles Bleler. 
During its period of existence tlie 
French Department has granted di- 
plomas to sixty men, who have com- 
pleted the theological course. In all, 
one hundred and ten men have receiv- 
ed training in this department^ some 
of them branching out into other 
spheres, of useful work as teachers, 
doctors and lawyers. Dr. Brandt spbke 
of the good fellowahlB nhich. wisted, 
and still exists between the French 
and English speaking students resid- 
ing under the same roof. They used, 
said he, to leave work and fight to- 
gether in perfect 'harmony. 

Dr. Rondia. 

Following Prln. Brandt came one of 
the recently honoured graduates of 
the college. Dr. Rondia, the editor of 
L'Aurore He paid eloquent testimony 
to the work done by the French de- 
partment of the college, and to the 
work of the French Evangelization 
Committee of the Church. He point- 
ed out how much the Province of Que- 
bec needed /the work of such trained 
men, despite the temptation to go 
elsewhere to more lucrative and en- 
couraging positions. Presenting a 
daim for the most highly trained, and 
best brains for this work, he clearly 
and definitely pointed out that the 
French Canadian was not so ignorant 
as. some would have us believe. To 
reach the great mass of Roman'Cathp- 
licB 'who were ifalUng into Atheism 
and ' openly disavowing their Church 
the men needed training, not so much 
along the line of polemical theology as 
Apologetic theology. These people 
were tired, said he, of a machine for 
saving souls at the end of their lives, 
and wanted someone to present a life 
Instead. In reference to the eloquent 
and highly trained priests, he said 
they have a poor cause to defendi and 
they make the most of' it. 

Judglnfr from^ the inany who took 
part In the discussion which followed, 
and the interesting revelHtlon made by 
the French pastors present, the ' work 
goes on apace, and it occupies a large 
place, in the interest and prayers of 
the brethren. 



' Df. Pedley. 

The Conference authorities were 
disappointed, but not discouraged, 
when the fact became known that the 
Rev. Dr. PIdgeon, an eloquent and 
scholarly Toronto. preacher, would not 
be present to give an address oii 
'Preaching," at the afternoon session. 
They, turned to Dr. Hugh Pedley, 
himself one of the ablest and most 
popular of Montreal's preachers, to fill 
the breach. This Dr. Pedley did ad- 
mirably in a splendid address. Hé 
.said that for forty years' hé had been 
so busy preaching that he had not had 
much time to give to - the subject. 
Preachiiifg - Is a difficult task, and re- 
quired the best that a man could give 
of time and energy. Qupting John 
Bright, he said that he coiild not see 
how a man could prepare a'nd .deliver 
two set addresses each week. Speak- 
ing of the sermon,; it ousrht to have 
three features.

About one hundred Freshmen of all 
Faculties (for they didn't adhere to

along St. Catherine to Metcalfe, and 
thence to the Hall.

•M. C. A.i called first on Dean I<ee, of 
the Faculty ol. Law, to address the 
Freshmen. 

"I am rather at a loss, gentlemen." 
said Dean Lee, Vas to what to say, be- 
ing called upoii in this unexpected 
manner. And I say unexpected, be- 
cause I had counted on hearing ftrst 
Dean Moyse and Dean Adams, and 
Dean Blackader, addressing you.' I 
could then in tiim, I had thought, ditto 
a few words to you. Instead, I see 
^ that I am the protagonist of the show 
Q to-night I have great pleasure In 
Q extending to you on the part of my- 
self and the professoriate, a very 
^ hearty welcome to McGill. 

"My associations with McGUI." con- 
tinued Dean Lee, "date since I shook 
the dust of the Old Country off my 
shoes three years ago 'only. But by 
this time I feel I have gone through a 
whole course at McOill. 

"Now my advice to you gentlemen 
is to make up your minds for a defin 
Ite career, and set your faculties ifi 
attaining this career. Especially do i 
offer this suggestion to the Freshmen 
in the Faculty of Arts, who are not in 
the same position as the students of the 
Law, Medical and Science Faculties 
whose studies point to a more clear- 
cut and definite end from tl,e begin, 
ning." 

In concluding, Dean Lee expressed 
his wish that the year may prove j 
happy and successful one for the stu 
dents, and that they themselves may 
prove true and loyal sons of McGIH. 

Dean Moyse was called upon next to 
welcome the first year men for the 
fortieth time In his professorial car 
eer. "I ought to know something of 
McGill," said the venerable Dean, "for 
this is my fortieth year at McGill; 
and certainly I ought to know some- 
thing of the Arts Faculty. 

"Now the. Faculty of Arts,'' said the 
Dean, "is the most , important Faiculty 
in tlie University. ' I know it so well, 
and I know much about the other Fac- 
ulties, too, that I do not hesitate in 
making this statement. We have been 
under a charge from some quarters 
that the Arts students do not do much 
work. Well, after all the charge ia 
not a Just one, because our work Is 
mental work, and we have no outside 
show of our work except on examina- 
tion periods. We hear quite a lot of 
the future of the Bread and Butter 
Sciences, bul; as long as the Faculty 
of Lftw exists I feel sure that the Fac- 
ulty of Arts is perfectly safe. For law 
Is eternal, gentlemen, and a course In 
Arts is the introduction to a course In 
Law." 

"Since I came to. McGill on Nov. B, 
1878," continued Dean Moyse, 'T have 
arrived at the conclusion that I trace 
my existence from a limpet and not 
an ape. You. see, I have stuck and 
have stuck for good. Of course, I' do

We are just starting on « six months' voyage, steam and sails are 
up, the anchor is weighed, and the prow is turned towards the open 
sea. TKe voyages during the past six years, the log-book shows, have 
been prosperous; the certificates of the underwriters bhow in what 
esteem the good ship "THE DAILY" is held; Lloyd's have rated her 
Al. Everything aboard is in perfect shape; but where are the offi- 
cers and crew? Alas and laek-a-dayt The winds of the sea have 
strewn them far and .wide; not that we mean that they have beeoiiie 
wrecks, ,or have been broken up^-or down. But they have decided 
to becoine land-lubbers; have declared that they do not wish to sign 
up for another trip. Even the longshoremen, who, though they could 
' not man the ship, but who did their share in putting the cargo into 
shape, have disappeared, or are few in number. Yet the "DAILY" 
puts forth upon her seventh trip with a brave front, and flags fly 
ing. > 

As the good ship slipped her moorings, the crowded piers sent 

• after her whole-hearted good wishes and congratulations upon tlie 
way she took to the water. The skipper and the few hands on board 
were quite flattered ; the waving of hands and the words of encour- 

' agement naturally pleased them. Now that .the voyage has rightly 
begun, however, it is found that good wishes won't run "up, or take 
in sail; hand-waving won't man the pumps should a leak be sprung 
— though tliat is the last thing we want; nor will words of encour- 
agement or praise satisfy the hungry printing-presses in the early 
hours of the morning. 

Yes ! The' Captain needs more men ! 
! He can make use of skilled and unskilled labour, — deck hands, 
stokers, eagle-eyed men for the crow's nest, — he can find places for 
you all, and ho wants you at once. 

The average college man seems to think that "McGill Daily" is 
Ian institution run for his benefit, and the upkeep of which is con- 
tributed to by the one paying his college fees. The. first part of the 
idea is correct. ."McGill Daily" is run for the benefit of the student 
body, both collectively and as individuals. The second part of the 
|i4ea is superficially correct, but the trouble is that the student thinks 
his duty ceases with the payment of the nominal subscription, where- 

. as, in reality, it should only start then. Like the army the "Daily" 
needs men, and can always make use of them. Without the whole- 

. 'hearted co-operation.pf every member of the student body it is abso 
lately impossible for McGill Daily to continue publication through- 
iont the college year. The confidence that such co-operation wouU 
1>e given the editor and bii assistants this year was the argument 
yhicli *^olincbed'' the contract with the printers. 

There is, an interest in the work— a big interest, too. If nothing 
jélse, you are learning much about the "newspaper game" which you 
.^ver suspected to exist before. Ton are meeting in the sanctum, 
fellows, — good fellows in every sense of the word, — from every course 
land year. You secure a better all around acquaintance with college 

- life and McGill traditions, ideals and history. From a literary point 
, pi view the advantages are just as big. You learn tu write. You 

Icfome to realize that the ability to convey your ideas, thoughts and 
Impressions to other people through the medium of pencil and paper 
fa developing your mentality and, incidentally, is a little more diffi 
cult than you expected. But the difficulty soon wears off, and you 
.ifraddenly find that you have acquired a "style" of your own, and are 
Itble to write a readable article. That is something they won't teach 
y<(tt •'tip on the hill." 
^ Here is what we want you to do. We want every man who can 
tepate even an hour one evening per weel| to come down to the sane 
turn of the "Daily" and talk it over with the editor. Suppose you 
find it impossible? Then keep your eyes and ears open and become 
an ex^ificio reporter for the Daily "-^"ex-officio" because you are 
a student at McGill. Telephone or drop a note to the editor giving 
any news that you mayr-come across, — and remember nothing is too 
small. But personal services in the editing of the paper is of course 
the înost welcome. It benefits you, it benefits us; it benefits the 
"Daily," and it benefits the student body as a whole. Is there, any 
resson why you shouldn't give us a little of your spare time?" 

Now, just a word to the professors. • Some cynic, at least we hope 
he was a oynic, defined a professor as a person whose main object is 
to keiep the students from finding out how little he knows. Whatever 
truth there is in that assertion, we do not like to say, but we have 
found out, however, that the average professor does very little to- 
wards supporting the college newspaper. Sometimes he pays his sub- 
scription. Very seldom do any of the professoriate furnish us with 
material for the pages of the paper. True one Dean makes it a point 
, to give us every item of news firdt,-r-other faculty members, however, 

- have made it a practice to see that the city papers are providejS fwith 
paragraphs of College interest before they reach the "Daily." Is it 
quite square? We don't consider it so. If these same members of 

' the teaching staff only realized how much even b little help of this 
kind smooths the thorn-strewn path of the editor they might be a 



Students' Council. And yet the Council is the fountam of adminis- 
tration in so far as students' affairs are involved. 

In a greater or lesser degree this state of ignorance extends 
to perhaps every other institution which is of vital importance to 
the student body. 

It is not an intellectual feat to arrive at the conclusion that 
something is radically wrong. We have known of students who 
never entered the Union during their first year at College. In fact, 
many of them regarded it more or less as a club set aside for the con- 
venience and enjoyment of the select upper classmen. At any rate, 
they shunned it, and went elsewhere, A Freshman is to a certain 
extent— as a rule — (or at least the usual Freshman" is) inofficious 
and reticent on entering the University. Therefore unless he knows 
and feels that certain things or institutions arc unreservedly for his 
benefit, he will shun them out of sheer deference fcr his Senioi-s. 
This attitude is, to a certain extent, commendable. Officiousncss 
among first year men is, to say the least, not impressive. However, 
this lack of knowledge of the aims, functions and composition of 
the various institutions is a thing to be greatly regretted, and if pos- 
sible, remedied. . 

To this end, therefore, we have this year adopted the idea of 
publishing in the columns of the "Daily" historical and explanatory 
sketches of as many of McGill 's' foremost institutions -as possible. 
The first of the series appeared in yesterday's "Daily," dealinj^'witb 
the History and Composition of the Students' Council in anailumin- 
atiug and instructive manner. Similar articles relating to various 
other institutions of McGill will follow. / 

We most earnestly recommend and hope that not only every 
Freshman, but the undergraduates as a body, will carefully read 
this series, which is prepared, by men actively connected with the 
institu^o^^^hfehitfaey write.

TJien, as 
i:>>\t, u certain school of thought was 
asking how the prominence of the clas- 
sics In edtîcatlon can be Justified when 
the . need of business men, ■ who form 
the ■»a8t majority of the nation, is a 
fuller knowledge of physical science. 
The fact Is that, In the general reali- 
zation that all is not well with the 
English educational system, many' who 
looked at the question riperflclally 
have come to the conclusion that the 
deficiency of this system is due to the 
general ignorance of physical science, 
and, that the time devoted to classics 
In the secondary schools Is respon- 
sible for this ignorance. Mr. Living- 
stone brings forward facts to show 
that "a classical education is not In 
Itself an obstacle which prevents our 
becoming a 'scientific' nation," and 
the moral of these facts is that the 
highest scientific en>inence can be at- 
tained by a nation in whose second- 
ary education physical science is sub- 
ordinate." He admits that , in Eng- 
land there is too little research, but 
this he considers to be due to the fo-ct 
that the people have not believed in 
knowledge. He admits that a- classi 
cal education Is not suitable to every 
one's needs, and that the teaching of 
the "humanities" calls for continual 
improvement. 

Mr. Livingstone gives a timely re 
minder to business men that an edu- 
cation "may Impart all the knowledge 
In the world, but falls or is success- 
ful by the qualities it develops in its 
pupils, and not by the knowledge it 
puts into them." This brings us to 
the root of the question. The con- 
clusion that every one should be train- 
ed in physical science because it is 
essential to- our civilization, leads to 
specialism run riot. In his defense of 
the retention of a classical education 
for as many as are capable of enjoy- 
ing Its advantages, Mr. Livingstone 
shows that physical science by Itself 
falls to explain most of what we want 
and should know of human existence. 
"The great gap in science Is that It 
tells us hardly .anythjtng about man." 
The juBtlfication,ibi1efly, of the propi- 
Incnce of the closstâ'^ln éducation, Is 
that, whereas "phyBlcal science, can 
only reveal to us our physical ct,<i- 
stltutlon and that of the world, • the 
humanities reveal to us man.'' 

After elaborating this jusilficatlon, 
Mr. Livingstone in three chapters of 
dec]) Interest states the case for 
Greek and Latin and discusses the ad- 
vantages they offer. His whole ar- 
gument is directed not to the exclu- 
sion of any useful branch of learning, 
but to the retention, of studies which 
provide such 'ahi admirable- introduo- 
Utn to the formation ' of a correct 
judgment upon '.'fundamental problenos 
of life and thbiijarht." . In order to ex- 
plain satisfactorily much that would 
otherwise be obscure in our history 
and literature, and even In our lan- 
guage: and ideals, 'we- need to study 
ancient Greece, ' her creative ' intelli- 
gence and her achievement IVlthout 
some knowledge of Greek- literature, 
the world of thought is almost a seal- 
ed book. The completeness and' slm'- 
fUolty of the civilizations of Greece 
and, Rome in contrast with modem 
complexity contain a lesson from 
which valuable guidance may be 
gleaned. That this simplicity was a 
peculiar quality of the Greeks, who 
"had a genius, for the anatomy of 
thought," is beyond dispute. The sim- 
plicity and lucidity: with which they 
expressed themselves Is, amusingly 
contrasted by Mr. Livingstone with 
the abstractness and baldness of Eng- 
lish. Greek literature, above all lit- 
eratures, uplifts thp Imagination by 
its. aotQUPdinr . .directness .and vivid-

not mere symbols, but living reflec 
tlons of the ideas they represent." 

To the question, cannot the classics 
be studied sufficiently In translations? 
the answer given is that some classi 
cal authors assuredly can be studied 
with advantage in translations, where- 
as the stylists cannot. Apart from thé 
fact that a nation's literature cannot 
be studied satisfactorily at second 
hand, English is not a good medium 
for revealing the quality of sensitive 
ness peculiar to the Greek language. 
The ' educational advantage to be de- 
rived from the study of a language ho 
longer spoken lies in no small meas 
ure In the discipline resulting from 
the effort to master the grammar, a 
mastery which must be gained before 
the language which is._ no longer 
spoken ' can be underatood. . English 
grammar, pre-eminently the grammar 
of exceptions and conscientious ob- 
jections, lacks, for Instance. • the dis- 
ciplinary nature of Latin grammar, in 
which law reigns supreme. In Eng 
lish. grammar,' anarchy seems to be 
forever raising its hydra head, to the 
confusion of all and not least of the 
Englishman himself; but, leaving 
aside grammar and prose composition 
the great test of accuracy of thought 
and imagination, "it we know nothing 
of Greece and Rome, We are ignorant 
of our origins, and lose the key to 
much in our own literature and much 
In the modern world; we are declin- 
ing intimacy with poets and pioneers 
of thought, among them some of the 
greatest masters of tl^e human mind."

Besldies receiving' very high marks in 
almost every subject hé studied, "Fits" 
tooic an ' active pàrt In student actlvi- 
tiea and was inade president of his 
class last year. He was chairman of 
the Bible Study Class at Strathcona 
Hall, and a Ueutenant In the C. O. 
T. C. also. Diirlng the summer he 
has been acting as àn assistant en- 
gineer on a new road which is being 
put through , the Roclty Mountains 
near Banff (by Interned German la- 
bour) . 

When last heard from he was en- 
camped at Lake Louise. While in 
this district three members of the 
party developed typhoid fever of sucli 
a serious type that two of them died 
shortly afterwards. "Fltz," owing to 
his strong constitution, which showed 
up on the football flfeld last fall, pulled 
through, and is now'on tho road to 
recovery at a farhi' - "comparatively 
close (as Westerners reckon - dist^ince) 
to Ciùgary. ' 

According to his letter hè is enjoy- 
ing himself imméhsely; ijut will be un- 
able to come back to college this year.

and an effective delivery. Every ser- 
mon should have a message, some- 
thing worth while to offer to the peo- 
ple. It should consist of an invita- 
tion, should always contain the evan- 
gelical note, should show men how to 
live, and should be an inspiration for 
those men and women who need help. 

Prinoipal Ritchie. 

This able and interesting discussion 
was followed by a still more inspiring 
address by Prin. Ritchie, of Notting- 
ham College, England. He went be- 
hind the sermon to the personality of 
the preacher, which he said, requlr'^d 
discipline; the power of the preacher 
depended on the disciplining of his 
thought and will. To preach, said 
he, is to apply living thought and emo- 
tion to others. The preacher should 
like an organ, have many stops, and 
have command of them all. It is the 
personality that giv«i« colour to the 
sermon. It is the distinctiveness that 
gives value to these texts. In a won- 
derful illustration of the union of the 
Rhine and the Meuse at Coblentz, he 
showed that the green and blue watr 
era of each river could be seen for 
miles, each coloured by the channel 
through which it came. And ao the 
sermon should be, ooloiired and influ- 
enced by the personality of the 
preacher. 

In these days preaching .lacks In ap- 
plication in wrestling for the souls of 
men; not the dreary drip of dismal 
exhortation, but the continuous appli- 
cation of truth all the way through. 
In a powerful appeal to men to work 
for the attainment of good sermonis- 
ing, he said, preaching is the laying 
of living thoughts upon the souls of 
men; great preaching haa got blood 
in it. 

The evening session took the form 
ot a social reunion for the Alumni 
and the friends of the college.

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The Royal Hilitary OoUfge of 
< Canada. 



There: are few national Institutions 
of more value and interest to the 
country than the Royal Military 
College of Canada. Nottrithstanding 
this. Its object .ind the work it is ac- 
compliahlng are not sufficiently under- 
stood by the general public. ^ 

The College is a Qovernment Insti- 
tution, designed primarily for the pur- 
pose of ' giving instructions in all 
branches of military science to Cadets 
and- Officers of the Canadian Militia. 
In fact. It corresponds to Woolwich and

The course includes a thorough 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil Engin- 
eering, Surveyinr,^ Physics, Chemistry, 
French and English. 

The strict discipline , maintained at 
the College is one of ;the-most valuable 
features of the course, and in addition, 
the constant practice of gymnastics, 
drïlls and outdoor exercises of ail kinds, 
ensures health and excellent physical 
condition. ..... 

Commissions in all- branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman-. 
ént Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is consi^ 
ered by the authorities conducting the 
examination for Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
degree, and by the Regulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario, It obtains the 
same exemptions as a B. A. ..degree. 

The length .of the course .is three 
years in three terms of 9H months 

Tlie total cost of the course, includ- 
ing board, ' uniform, instnlctional ma- 
terial, and all extras Is about $800. 

The annual competitive examination 
for admission to tho College, takes 
place In May of each year, at the head- 
quarters of the several military dis- 
tricts.
